Mr. Fox explained the character of 
the ffill*. and Mr. To>pp pointed out that 
It would be possible to blast the faHe 
and CTrttatruet steps of conefete. Mr. 
Fleming, one of the committee, had taken 
pictures of the falls, which he exhibited. 
After a thorough discussion it was decid¬ 
ed that in order to accomplish the desires 
of the association it would be necessary 
to blast the falls and install ladders. It 
was judged that the total height of the 
three falls was about 43 feet. Mr. Fall 
held that if what blasting hwd been done 
by Mr. Koenig tied cost $300 it would 
cost the association about fl.fi 00 to 
carry out their Intention. It was decid¬ 
ed to lease the matter in abeyance until 
a report had been received aa to the cast 
from Mr. T\>pp. * 4 ' %v ' 

If. Tuthhcrt then read the following 
notes of the interesting lecture delivered 
by J. 1*. Babcock, iuapector of fisheries, 
at the last uiectiug of the association: 

"Mr. Babcock referred to being iwn 
nocted with a Hub in Man Francisco, 
which had only one hundred members, 
aud a waiting list of ovrt aixty. in 
which one of the chief rules was that no 
fi»h should l»e killed less than 10 inchea 
long, and only ten of 12 inches by any 
angler }n one day, and suggested that 
fishermen should be educated up to that 
standard Id British ('olumhla. lie also 
stated that before anything was done 
with any particular waters iu the way 
of ladders, it should be ascertained lint 
fish were attracted to those waters. He 
was of opinion that trout fishing could 
he better cultivated bn the Island than 
ou the Mainland. There jre many waters 
oq the Island where trout fishing could 
bo cultivated which would not interfere 
in a commercial sedse, much more so 
thgn on the Mainland. He does not 
favor the building of ladder* at Hhawm- 
gan before the ’Wasting of the u dwtnae- 
lions in such a way as to make it pos¬ 
sible Tor the fish to get tp. 

•'With reference to fi»la hatcheries he 
did not behevr that It would be feasible 
for UN to establish any hatchery at 
Mha^nigan,or anywhere else, .particular¬ 
ly on account of tha large expense en¬ 
tailed in such preparations, but he sug-. 
geated that we might endeavor to secure 
trout egg« from the hatcheries at New 
Westmhuiu r. and that we could do ao by 
applying to the Dominiou government, 
especially if we promised to pay for their 
delivery, and strongly advised the asso¬ 
ciation to follow that course in endeavor¬ 
ing to propagate trout for Hhawnigan or 
any other lake or stream on Vancouver 
Island. He certainly emphasised the 
fact that he did not rare to sen trout 
propagated in streams frequented by 
salmon. 

“He could not say that cat fish de¬ 
stroyed Unut. and at the same time there 
was a great demand for cat fish for 
table purposes. Ho far as he know*, 
they do not enter into the. spawning 
ground of the trout, and therefore eat 
their fill, still be maintains the putting 
of eat fish into Hhawnigan lake was a 
great mistake. In closing he was par¬ 
ticular to impress upon tbs association 
the fact that the policy should be to kill 
all the big trout possible, bat not to kill 
any small ones."
